When  some  think  of  colleges,  they  seem  to 
picutre  a  mold  with  only  a  name  changed 
here  and  there.  But  at  TJC  it's  different.  A 
spotlight  so  bright  shines  on  the  students,  the 
faculty  and  the  traditions  which  make  TJC 
unique. 

Since  its  founding  in  1926,  TJC  has  grown 
from  its  original  site  at  Old  John  Tyler  High 
School  to  more  than  76  acres  and  29 
buildings. 

Workmen  added  finishing  touches  this 
spring  to  the  new  $1.5  million  Watson  & 
Emma  Wise  Cultural  Arts  Center  and  bids 
were  let  for  a  $1  million  addition  to  the 
Pirtle  Technology  Center. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  H.  E.  Jenkins, 
college  president,  TJC  was  moved  to  the 
present  campus  in  1946. 

Since  its  opening,  TJC  has  been  one  of  the 
highest  ranking  junior  colleges  in  Texas. 

The  reputation,  "TJC— Friendliest  College  in 
Texas/'  can  only  be  understood  by  those 
who  have  the  privilege  of  being  part  of  TJC. 

From  those  first  harried  days  of  registration 
we  developed  a  sense  of  belonging.  All  types 
surfaced,  "kickers,"  "jocks,"  "freaks," 
"bookworms,"  and  lots  of  "average  Joes." 
Different  though  we  were,  we  were  all 
Apaches.  From  this  mixture  sprung  the  pride 
of  black  and  gold.  Variety  yielded 
enrichment,  excitement. 

If  any  college  has  variety,  TJC  does.  From 
Canada  to  Florida,  New  York  to  Alaska 
students  travel  across  the  nation  and  from 
several  foreign  countries  to  be  Apaches. 

Not  only  did  the  spotlight  gleam  on  TJC,  it 
also  focused  on  national  events.  In  1980  the 
presidential  primaries  titillated  our  hopes  for 
the  future.  The  1980  Olympic  games  returned 
to  Lake  Placid.  In  1979  straight  jeans,  silky 
tops  and  flashing  colors  packed  popular 
discos  around  the  nation. 

Gas  lines  stretched  miles  as  the  profits  of 
many  oil  companies  soared. 

Hundreds  amassed  as  Pope  John  Paul  II 
made  historic  visits  to  cities  across  the  nation.

Skylab  plummeted  in  Australia  and  interest 
rates  and  gold  prices  skyrocketed  in  America.

As  we  matured  we  began  to  understand  the  true  meaning  of  reality.

strength. 

The  growth  of  the  TJC  campus  in  the  form  of  new  buildings  is  visual 
proof  of  much  labor  and  planning  by  administrators  to  benefit 
students  and  faculty.  Students  contribute  by  dedication  to  an 

organization  or  class. 

In  the  fall  the  Board  of  Trustees  approved  construction  of  a  $1 
million  addition  to  the  Pirtle  Technology  Center.  The  19,000  square 
foot  building  will  house  recreational  leadership,  licensed  vocational 
nursing,  opthalmic  dispensing  and  inhalation  thereapy  programs.

The  winter  of  '79-'80  saw  the  seizing  of  62  American  hostages  in  a  takeover  of  the  American  Embassy  in  Teheran 
Iran.  The  student  invaders  demanded  the  return  of  the  exiled  Shah  of  Iran  before  the  hostages  would  be  released. I 
President  Carter  stopped  importation  of  700,000  barrels  of  Iranian  oil  a  day  (roughly  4  percent  of  total  U.  S.I 
imports),  froze  all  Iranian  assets  in  the  United  States,  pressed  for  deportation  proceedings  against  Iranian  students  inn 
the  country  illegally  and  sought  economic  sanctions  against  Iran  by  other  countries  of  the  world.  Both  the  Unitec 

Nations  and  the  World  Court  ruled  in  the  United  States'  favor. r 
Patriotic  hysteria  spread  through  the  country  as  anti-Iranian  demonstrations  popped  up.  Longshoremen  refused  tot 
load  ships  bound  for  Iran  and  American  flags  flew  more  frequently  as  signs  of  support  through  the  crisis 
TJC  sophomore  Shirley  Murray  successfully  coordinated  the  sending  of  telegrams  to  the  Ayatollah  Khomeini,  Iran' 
religious  and  state  leader,  registering  100  signatures  of  protest.  Many  other  Americans  sent  letters  and  Christma 

cards.  Still,  nothing  happened  I 
An  encouraging  sign  was  seen  in  the  release  of  about  12  female  and  black  hostages,  but  State  Department  official 
and  the  American  public  were  plunged  into  frustration  as  the  Iranian  government  announced  the  remaining  hostage

Muslims  burned  the  U.  S.  Embassy  in  Pakistan  and  the  State  Department  evacuated  personnel  from  the  Embassy  inr

They  captured  the  Championship 
in  the  TJC  Classic  and  the  Kansas  Classic. 

Leading  the  team  in  scoring  was  Virdell  Howland,  who  averaged  17  points  per 
contest  and  was  named  Most  Valuable  Player  in  the  Kansas  Classic.  Elton  Webster 
contributed  an  average  of  16  points  per  outing.  Clarence  Swennegan  led  the  team 
in  rebounds  while  Harry  O'Brien  set  up  the  team's  plays.  The  Apaches  were  coached 
by  Ned  Fowler.

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Hall  Enshrines  TJC's  Wagstaff

Of  all  junior  colleges,  only  one  has  had  the 
winningest  basketball  coach  in  history. 

That  college  is  TJC  and  the  man  is  Floyd 
Wagstaff. 

The  skillful  Wagstaff  coached  basketball  and 
football  teams  alike  to  national  championships. 

June  22,  1979,  marked  the  recognition  of  the 
greatest  coaching  career  in  the  history  of  junior 
college  athletics.  On  this  date,  the  name  of  Floyd 
Solmon  Wagstaff,  chief  of  the  Apaches  for  28  years 
and  owner  of  the  most  wins  by  a  junior  college 
basketball  coach,  was  selected  to  be  enshrined  into 
the  Texas  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  Dallas. 

Wagstaff  became  the  first  junior  college  coach 
ever  to  be  so  honored.  Official  induction  was  Dec. 
31  at  the  Hall  of  Fame  Banquet. 

Wagstaffs  achievements  as  a  coach  speak  for 
themselves.  During  a  brilliant  career  spanning  from 
'46  to  '75  he  compiled  743  basketball  wins  against 
225  losses.  This  mark  represents  a  winning 
percentage  of  76.7  and  is  nearly  100  more  victories 
than  the  record  he  eclipsed,  that  of  A.  A.  "Fizz" 
Wills  of  Joliet,  III.  Wills  had  659  wins. 

Wagstaff  came  to  Tyler  in  '46  as  athletic  director, 
head  basketball  coach  and  assistant  football  coach. 
A  year  later  he  became  head  football  coach. 


During  a  16-year  stint  as  football  coach  Wagstaff 
compiled  130  wins  while  losing  36.  He  turned  the* 
football  duties  over  to  Babe  Hallmark  in  '63  to 
concentrate  on  basketball. 

On  Wednesday,  Aug.  21,  1974,  tragedy  struck.* 
While  near  Jenkins  Hall  Wagstaff  was  stricken  by  a 
heart  attack.  Only  the  quick  reaction  of  a  TJC 
student,  Jimmy  Greathouse,  an  ex-marine  and  i 
Vietnam  veteran,  saved  Wagstaffs  life.  Greathousr 
applied  artificial  respiration  and  stabilized  Wag. 
staff's  breathing. 

Wagstaff  spent  a  month  in  a  Tyler  hospital,  then 
underwent  surgery  for  three  artery  bypasses  in 
Baylor  Hospital  in  Dallas. 

Unbelievably  on  Oct.  5,  only  13  days  after 
surgery,  Wag  was  back  at  TJC  coaching  the 
basketball  team. 

He  retired  from  active  coaching  after  the  '74 
season  and  was  reassigned  solely  as  athletic 
director. 

At  first  Wag  experienced  the  ordinary  pains  thai 
accompany  the  end  of  such  a  lifetime  career.  As  a 
result  he  refused  to  attend  practice.  But  he 
eventually  overcame  his  difficulties  and,  being  the 
man  he  is,  refused  to  intervene  in  the  coaching  oi 
the  teams.     When  TJC  was  considering  women'; 
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basketball,  Wag  was  set  against  it.  Only 
recognizing  the  talent  of  women  in  the  sport  did 
he  change  his  mind.  Wag  even  accompanied  last 
year's  national  runnerup  team  to  the  national  finals 
and  is  now  a  confessed  lover  of  the  sport. 

During  his  basketball  reign  Wag's  strategy  use 
a  combination  of  Hank  Iba's  disciplined  teams  and 
Adolph  Rupp's  run-and-gun  offense. 

The  employment  of  this  style  plus  his  court 
wizardry  resulted  in  10  outright  conference  titles, 
four  ties  for  the  top  spot  and  11  trips  to  the  National 
Junior  College  Athletic  Association  Tournament. 

There  he  claimed  the  national  title  in  '49  and  '51 
and  finished  second  in  the  big  event  in  '60  and 
'61.  I  ,  j 

Wag's  success  at  the  junior  college  level  didn't  go 
unnoticed.  Such  teams  as  Tulane,  the  University  of 
New  Orleans,  North  Texas  State,  Stephen  F.  Austin 
and  Texas  A&M  offered  him  their  top  coaching 
jobs. 

He  declined  the  offers  and  readily  admits  he  feels 
he   made   the   right   decision.   Wag   cited  the 
immense  pressures  of  big  time  athletics  and  his  love 
for  the  town  and  people  of  Tyler  as  chief  reasons 
for  staying  at  TJC. 

Wag  also  made  his  presence  felt  in  football. 
Employing  a  simple  philosophy  of  "just  stick- 
to-the-basics,"  Wag's  teams  captured  two  national 
championships. 

In  '60,  Wag's  team  was  chosen  by  the  Junior  Rose 
3owl  Committee  to  compete  in  their  bowl.  Tyler 
was  selected  over  New  Mexico  Military  Institute, 
which  was  quarterbacked  by  Roger  Staubach. 
Although  Tyler  lost  the  game  to  Long  Beach  Junior 
College  the  Apaches  had  already  been  named  na 
ional  champions.

Wagstaff  coached  many  outstanding  players  in  his 
time  including  Bill  Johnson,  former  head  coach  of 
the  Cincinnati  Bengals,  Jimmy  Dickey,  now  head 
coach  at  Kansas  State,  Lawrence  Strickland,  a 
six-time  all-pro  tackle  for  the  Chicago  bears  and 
TJC's  head  coach,  Charlie  McGinty. 

Wag  has  received  numerous  honors  including 
national  "Coach  of  the  Year"  twice,  "Coach  of  the 
Year"  by  the  Texas  Sports  Writers  Association  four 
times,  Tyler's  T.  B.  Butler  "Outstanding  Citizen 
Award,"  and  a  letter  from  President  Nixon 
commending  him  for  athletic  excellence. 

In  '70  the  Board  of  Trustees  recognized  Wagstaff 
by  naming  the  new  "Wagstaff  Gymnasium"  in  his 
honor. 

Wagstaff  believes  a  coach  should  be  active  in 
church  affairs  as  well  as  possessing  the  essential 
qualities  of  the  job.  He  includes  the  desire  to 
succeed,  an  ability  to  get  along  with  administration, 
and  being  a  good  promoter  as  necessities  of  being 
a  good  coach. 

Wag  also  has  been  nominated  to  the  Naismith 
Memorial  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame  in  Springfield, 
Mass. 

If  Wagstaff  is  inducted  into  that  national  shrine 
it  would  seem  a  fitting  culmination  to  the  greatest 
coaching  career  in  junior  college  history.

At  the  same  time  we  celebrated  the  Eve  of  New  Year's  1980,  we  waved  goodbye 
to  the  70's,  a  decade  which  saw  the  Vietnam  War  end,  the  ERA  movement  begin 
and  rock  and  roll  become  bigger  than  ever.  The  80's  opened  with  a  bang  as  the 
nation  seemed  to  follow  the  same  pattern  as  we  found  ourselves  facing  in  the  70's. 
The  unexpected  Iran  crisis  threatened  U.  S.  peace  and  security.  Daughters  of  women 
who  supported  the  ERA  so  strongly  are  now  being  asked  to  register  for  the  draft 
along  with  men.  Large  cars  and  recreational  vehicles  became  almost  too  expensive 
to  operate  with  fuel  prices  doubling  in  a  year's  time.  Americans  who  enjoyed  fatter 
years  in  the  70's  saw  their  buying  power  and  savings  eaten  away  by  13%  inflation 
in  1979.  Regardless,  demand  for  home  entertainment  products  boomed  and  disco 
night  spots  proliferated. 

The  problems  we  find  ourselves  with  now  are  not  new.  But  they  become  more 
meaningful  as  we,  the  leaders  of  tomorrow,  cope  with  them  and  realize  that  the 
state  of  tomorrow's  world  will  be  in  our  hands.
